KAISERSLAUTERN, W. 
Germany, Aug. 7 — A soldier 
who works in a military intel- 
ligence unit of the U.S. Army 
here admitted today that he 
had given the news media in- 
formation on an Army spying 
against U.S. and German dissi- 
dent soldiers and civilians. 

He said he did it because 
“military intelligence in Ger- 
many is out of control and 
some one has got to stop it.” 

The soldier, Spec. 4 John M. 
McDougal of the 527th Mili- 
tary Intelligence Battalion 
here, appeared at a press con- 
ference here. 

Also attending was his law- 
yer, Robert S. Rivkin, of the 
Lawyers’ Military Defense 
Committee in Heidelberg, a 
group that represents military 
dissidents 

Rivkin is involved in the re- 
lease of another U.S. Army 
document, detailing a counter- 
fiissent program, which the 
{awyer described as 
•terrifying.” 

This document shows that 
the Army has asked intelli- 
gence operatives to note 
name, rank, unit and race of 
participants In demonstra- 
tions, teach-ins or other activi- 
ties with anti-American 
themes. 



This program of the 8th In- 
fantry Division was given to 
the press last week by Spec. 4 
Wayne Sparks of the Adjutant 
General’s Office. Rivkin char- 
acterized * the division’s pro- 
gram as “completely illegal, 
laughable.” 

In the case of McDougal, 
lawyer Rivkin said the Army 
had scheduled a public hear- 
ing into allegations concern- 
ing information the soldier 
had given the news media. 

t But, said Rivkin, the Army 
ncelled the public hearing 
‘^fter receiving the list of wit- 
nesses requested to appear in 
tylcDougal’s defense, 
h This included Maj. Gen. Ha- 
rold Aaron, deputy chief of 
staff for intelligence at Hei- 
delberg Army Headquarters, 
dnd Sen. Lowell P. Weicker 
(R-ComO. 

Once it became clear that 
the Army’s military intelli- 
gence operation was going to 
be on trial,” said Rivkin, 
“The Army decided to handle 
this in a more internal way.” 
The Army now plans an infor- 
mal investigation. 

McDougal, 23, said he was 
not responsible for all the re- 
cent reports from Germany re- 
leased to media of wiretapping 
and surveillance ordered on 
civilians by the Army, but he 
said he would be prepared to 



tell an appropriate body, 
such as a U.S. Senate investi- 
gating committee” all that he 
knew about such activities. 

He said he did not complain 
through the chain of command 
of what he believes to be ille- 
gal intelligence activities be- 
cause he feared repercussions, 
such as transfer to another 
post. 

He said he believed the 
American people should be 
told of the “Immoral and ille- 
gal activities which are being 
carried out in their name” by 
military intelligence opera 
tives in West Germany, 
k McDougal, who explained 
Sthat he is not an intelligence 
bgent for the military, said he 
made his decision to speak out 
pecause he had seen a report 
qf a wiretapped conversation 
‘ ‘tween Howard De Nike, also 
the Lawyers’ Military De- 
mse Committee, and Larry 
►hnson, a black soldier whom 
Je Nike defended in a court 
martial. Lawyer-client conver- 
sations, McDougal implied, are 
supposed to be confidential. 

McDougal said that the 
Army’s wiretapping of civilian 
telephones was carried out by 
West Germans, as far as he 
knew. The Bonn government 
said last week it has legally 
monitored some telephones at 
the request of the U.S. Array. 



McDougal said he would as- 
sume that every American 
news correspondent in Ger- 
many must reckon with that 
his telephone is tapped. “I've 
heard that the Pentagon re 
ceives news stories before the 
newspapers they're sent to, 1 
he said. 

Asked if McDougal expected 
to face a court martial, Rivkin 
said the Army has not stated 
Its plans. Even should the 
press conference prejudice his 
case, McDougal said, this facet 
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of military intelligence needed 
to be exposed. 

! McDougal said that he was 
errogated last week by Al- 
ee Lemay, a liasion officer 
tween the U.S. Army and 
e Germany community. He 
id Lemay called persons 
lose phones were tapped 
ermites in the house of 
nerica ... out to destroy the 
nrican way of living.” 

Lemay, said McDougal, 
lied all journalists “anti- 
nerican.” 

McDougal said Lemay ap- 
pealed to him not to shelter 
all these people out to subvert 
the people’s array, “Such peo- 
as saying, “should be elimi- 
nated.” 

The soldier assured report- 
ers he has no intention of re- 
vealing “everything I know,” 
even to a Senate investigating 
committee. He said he be- 
* iieves that military intelli- 
gence could perform a legiti- 
mate function, but that it has 
been subverted in Germany. 

The counter dissidents’ pro- 
gram released to news media [ 
by Spec. 4 Sparks is dated as 
taking effect July 23. 

The document lists as signs 
of dissidencc “GI complaints 
to officers . . . news media, or 
congressmen about living con- 
ditions, harassment, unfair 
treatment, etc.” 

Sparks said the document 
“has done more to create dissi- 
dence than anything I’ve seen 
in 2Vfe years in the Army.” 
Sparks, 24, from Texas, 
made copies of the document 
available last week to Libera- 
tion News Service and to the 
Columbia Broadcasting Co. 

Civilian lawyers and other 
observers contend that the 
program will be used to intim- 
idate complainants by threat- 
ening military investigation 
even for minor acts. 
i Thhe Military Code of Justice 
states that no member of the 
nilitary shall interfere with 
;he right of a military man to . 
:ommunicate with his Con- 
gressman.
